HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
HOSPITALS.  There  are  no  Hospitals  within  the  Area. 


The  various  extensive  Hospitals  in  Nottingliam  (15  miles)  - 
General,  Womens,  Children,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  &  Throat,  are  largely 
availed  of  for  operative  &  serious  cases.  As  is  also  the  General 
Hospital  in  Mansfield  (3  miles). 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  Local  Authority  or 
County  Council 

The  Ransom  Sanatorium  for  tubercular  disease  (five  miles) 
has  now  130  beds  available  and  there  is  but  little  delay  in 
securing  admission.  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Mansfield  has 
been  removed  to  more  suitable  quarters  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  attends  three  times  weekly.  Both  these  Institutions  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  are  largely  availed 
of  by  our  Tubercular  patients. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Provision  exists  at  Mansfield  General  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  Venereal  Disease.  The  Specialist  Medical  Officer 
attends  three  times  weekly.  This  is  also  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Council. 


ORTHOPO EPICS . 

Orthopoedic  treatment  is  now  obtainable  for  non- 
- tuberculous  children  under  five  years  at  Mansfield  General 
Hospital,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Alan  S.  Malkin, 

Orthopoedic  Surgeon,  Nottingham.  Your  Council  subscribes  ten 
guineas  annually  towards  the  Guild  Funds. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which 
serious  Maternity  cases  are  admitted  into  Mansfield  General 
Hospital  (three  milos)  and  several  cases  have  been  treated  there. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  1921-1925.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  1921^1925 
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As  ^11  be  seen  by  above  table  there  were  51  cases  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  last  five  years, with  three  deaths.  Many  of 
the  cases  were  of  a  dangerous  type  (larnygeal )  and  no  doubt  more 
would  have  succumbed  only  for  the  prompt  use  of  anti- toxin. 

This  remedy  is  provided  by  your  Council  for  all  Diphtheric 
patients. 

There  have  been  162  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the 
past  5  years  with  two  deaths,  and  19  cases  of  enteric  Fever  with 
four  deaths.  Tuberculosis  has  levied  its  deadly  toll,  95  having 
succumbed  from  Phthisis  and  40  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
in  the  5  years  1921-1925.  Sixty  per  cent  of  these  cases  were 
admitted  into  Hospital. 

All  cases  of *  Inf ectious  Disease  are  visited  by  your 
Officials.  Children  from  infected  houses  are  prevented  from 
attending  school,  and  the  rooms  are  disinfected  with  Formeadehy(le . 

The  Schich  &  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
have  not  been  used  nor  have  artificial  methods  of  immunisation. 

No  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  such.

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  Small  Pox,  arrangements  had 
been  made  with  the  City  of  Nottingham  to  admit  our  cases  into 
their  Isolation  Hospital.  It  was  fortunate  we  did  so.  When 
Small  Pox  became  epidemic,  we  could  not,  with  our  crude  and 
limited  local  resources,  have  coped  with  the  disease. 

The  first  case  in  1925  was  notified  on  January  20th  and 
was  imported.  The  patient  was  a  miner  whose  father,  two  brothers 
and  a  sister  had  Small  Pox  recently  in  another  District.  Our 
patient  worked  in  the  same  stall  with  his  father. 

Cases  kept  occurring,  with  more  or  less  frequency  until 
September  16th.  An  interval  of  six  weeks  then  elapsed  without 
a  case  being  notified.  In  the  last  Y/eek  in  October  sixteen 
cases  occurred,  tliirteen  of  them  being  children  attending  the 
Central  Schools. 

Two  of  these  children  v/ere  found  at  School  in  an 
infectious  condition,  and  three  others  -absentees  from  School  - 
were  found  at  home  in  a  similar  state. 

To  account  for  the  simultaneous  outbreak,  a  strict  search 
was  instituted  for  a  possible  undiscovered  case,  but  no  trace 
was  found. 

Many  of  the  subsequent  cases  were  directly  or  indirectly 
traceable  to  this  focus  -  half  of  the  95  cases  occurred  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  Small  Pox  with  regard  to  vaccinal 
condition  is  interesting.  Of  the  95  cases  of  Small  Pox,  84  had 
never  been  vaccinated. 

No  person  under  20  years  of  age  (only  one  under  30)  if 
vaccinated  before  coming  into  contact  with  a  case  of  Small  Pox, 
took  the  disease.  No  re-vaccinated  i)erson  took  Small  Pox.  The 
figures  are  eloquent  and  speak  for  themselves. 

ACTION  TAKEN. 

Imnedlately  on  Notification,  the  case  was  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer.  If  verified,  the  Hospital  Authorities  were 
asked  by  telephone  to  send  their  Motor  Ambulance.  In  practically 
every  case,  the  patients  were  removed  on  day  of  Notification. 
Vaccination  (or  Re-vaccination)  was  offered  to  all  contacts  and 
most  of  them  consented.  There  were  some  who  refused,  but  when 
they  themselves  developed  Small  Pox  within  a  few  weeks,  regretted 
their  first  decision.  Children  from  infected  houses  were  not 
allowed  to  attend  School  for  at  least  three  weeks. 

School  buildings  to  the  number  of  37,  were  disinfected. 

Children  absent  from  school  were  visited. 
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Employers  were  infonned  by  telephone  of  the  outbreak. 

The  house  was  fumigated  and  sprayed  Tvith  Formaldehyde  ~ 
the  clothing,  bedclothes,  carpets  &g.  steam  disinfected  (Threshes 
disinfector)* 

When  vaccination  (or  re-vaccination)  had  been  performed 
contacts  usually  returned  to  work  with  but  one  day’s 
int ermission. 

All  contacts  were  regularly  visited  by  your  officials. 
IVhat  with  visiting  the  numerous  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and 
watching  Contacts,  your  officials  had  but  little  time  for  other 
work. 


I  feel  it  incumbent  on  me  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  invaluable  services  of  our  Sanitary  Inspector.  At  all 
times  he  ungrudgingly  and  efficiently  carried  out  the  work 
devolving  upon  him. 

Some  Employers  insist  on  vaccination  (or  re-vaccination) 
when  young  persons  first  seek  employment.  It  is  a  salutary 
rule,  and  one  it  would  be  wise  for  other  Employers  to  follow. 

Sir  George  Newman,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1924  states  that 
"successful  vaccination  constitutes  the  only  successful 
protection  against  Small  Pox,  whether  of  the  mild  or  severe 
form" . 


No  deaths  have  occurred  from  Small  Pox,  but  several 
patients  are  badly  "pitted". 

The  cost  incurred  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
Small  Pox  cases  in  Sutton  for  the  year  1925,  amounted  to  £2,267. 
Small  Pox  is  an  expensive  luxury. 


No  Institutional  Provision  has  been  made  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  infants. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

1.  For  Infectious  cases. 

The  only  Infectious  cases  removed  to  Hospital  are 
those  of  Small  Pox;  thej’^  are  removed  by  Motor 
Ambulance  of  Nottingliam  City  to  their  Isolation 
Hospital . 

2.  For  Non-Infectious  &  Accident  Cases. 

All  Collieries  in  the  District  have  their  own 
Motor  Ambulance. 


MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Sessions  are  held  in  The  Lawn  -  a  spacious  building  with 
a  pleasant  environment.  Meetings  are  held  twice  weekly,  from 
two  to  four  o’clock.  A  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in 
attendance,  and  they  are  assisted  by  a  Committee  of  17  Voluntary 
helpers,  one  of  whom  Acts  as  Secretary.  The  average  attendance 
of  Mothers  per  Session  is  28  and  of  children  32. 

Each  child  is  weighed  and  a  record  card  given  to  the 
Mother,  a  duplicate  being  kept  at  the  centre.  All  children  not 
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making  satisfactory  progress  undergo  special  medical  examination 
and  are  recommended  for  such  treatment  as  is  suitable  to  their 
condition.  The  Mothers  are  instructed  with  regard  to  the  proper 
feeding  and  clothing  of  their  children  and  where  necessarj’^. 
Artificial  foods  and  baby  garments  are  distributed  at  practically 
cost  price.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General .  Two  District  Nurses  are  employed  assisted  hy  a 

Committee  of  Voluntary  Workers  idio  raise  tRe  necessary  funds  for 
their  salaries.  The  Nurses  act  at  the  request  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Doctor  in  attendance. 

(h)  Infectious  Cases.  The  Infectious  Diseases  attended  by  the 

Nurses  are  Tubercular  cases.  Influenza  and  Enteric*  They  do  not 
attend  Measles,  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever.  The  provision  of  a 
Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  has  yielded  very  satisfactory  results, 
more  especially  since  the  outbreak  of  Small  Pox.  Articles  to  the 
number  of  4920  were  disinfected  during  1926. 


MIDWIVES. 


Midwives  are  not  employed  or  subsidized  by  the  Public 
Health  Authority.  The  number  practising  in  the  District  is  six, 
five  of  whom  possess  Certificates. 


LABORATORY. 

Laboratory  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Nottingham 
City  Laboratory  and  the  Ransom  Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital  & 
at  the  Ransom  Sanatorium.

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SANITARY  CIRCmiSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  District  derives  its  water  supply  from  the  Council’s 
o\m  works  established  in  the  year  1885  on  the  North  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  Parish.  The  ivater  is  pumped  from  the  pebble 
beds  of  the  Bunter  sandstone.  Your  Council  is  under  agreement 
for  a  limited  number  of  years  to  supply  several  adjoining 
Villages  with  water  -  Skegby,  Huthwaite,  Bladavell  and  South 
Normanton,  comprising  a  population  of  over  50,000.  There  is  not 
a  sufficient  supply  for  the  conversion  of  the  remaining 
conservancy  system  to  water  carriage  until  the  agreement  with 
these  adjoining  districts  is  determined.  There  are  at  present 
1399  houses  with  water  closets  and  3676  with  pail  closets. 

-  The  water  supply  is  constant,  and  the  quality  excellent. 
The  whole  population  derives  its  supply  from  the  public  source 
and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  is  supplied  directly  to  the 
houses.  The  average  monthly  consumption  of  water  during  19f5  was, 

Sutton  13,617,000  gallons.

RIVEUS  POLLUTION. 

Three  small  brooks  -  the  headwaters  of  the  river  Maun 
flow  throu^  the  District,  one  of  them  has  been  polluted  with 
the  ” washings”  from  a  neighbouring  Colliery, Settling  Tanlcs  have 
recently  been  provided  by  the  Colliery  Company  to  remedy  the 
pollution. 


SEWERAGE. 

Additional  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  completed 
during  the  year  1925. 

The  works  have  been  designed  to  deal  with  the  Sewage  for 
a  population  of  25,000  with  an  allowance  of  20^  for  future 
increase. 

The  four  existing  settling  tanks  have  been  altered  to 
conform  to  the  design  of  the  new  tanks  (Two  in  number)  and 
together  have  a  total  capacity  of  478,000  galls,  (approx  f  D.W.F). 

The  media  in  the  eight  existing  Bacteria  Beds  have  been 
removed  and  replaced  with  new  material.  Eight  New  Filters  have 
bben  constructed  with  a  capacity  of  8,000  cube  yards  and  a  total 
capacity  with  the  existing  filters  of  12,000  cube  yards. 

The  two  Storm  Water  Beds  have  been  constructed  with  four 
Storm  Water  Tanks  with  a  capacity  of  350,000  galls,  equal  to 
about  6/10  D.Y/.F. 

Four  Primary  Humus  Tanks  and  one  Final  Humus  Tank  have 
been  built  to  provide  further  treatment  for  the  tank  effluent 
and  Filtrates. 

Two  Engine  Houses  complete  ^vLth  Pumps  and  Engines  have 
been  built  to  empty  the  Tanks  when  necessary,  and  a  similar  plant 
has  been  installed  at  the  south  corner  of  the  Works  to  pump  a 
quantity  of  Low  Level  Sewage  up  to  the  main  inlet  for  treatment 
through  the  Settling  Tanks  and  Bacteria  Beds.
